‘THE NEW OPIUM CONVENTIO! 
Tr will be instructive as well as interest- 
ing to note the opinions that will be 
expressed on different hands with 
respect to the new arrangement affecting 
imported opiam. The Convention has 
at last been framed and signed, aud its 
main provision is that @ commutation 
import-tax of ‘lls, 60 per chest shall be 
levied upon the drug, which shall frank 
it throughout China; in addition, of 
course, to the ‘Tis. 30 import-duty 
which has hitherto been in existence. 
‘That ia to say, the importer will have 
to pay three times the amount that he 
pays uow; and (he counterbalancing 
advantage he gains is au acknowledg- 
ment, on the part of the Chinese 
Government, that opium is to be held 
exompt from all inland taxes of any 
sort whatever. Now it is clear, sup- 
posing that the importation of opium 
voutinues on its present scale, that the 
Central Government will by this new 
arraugemeut be au euormous gainer. 
‘Lhe opium-revenue will be trobled, the 
provincial mandarins will be deprived 
of & hudsowe income, and, so far, 
the power of the Government in the 
provinces will be incensed. For it 
stands to reason that in so far as the 
provitices dorived any self-support from 
the likin levied on opium in transite, 
they will now be thrown upon otber 
expedients in order to supply the defi- 
cionoy ; and with the income that once 
was at their disposal passing into the 
coffers of Peking the relations of tho 
two will be affected, to the no small 
advantage, it would appear, of the 
latter, It was the Emperor Tao Kuang 
who indignantly vowed that no oon. 
siderations should ever induce him to 
renp profit from tbe misery of his peo- 
ple. ‘ho advisers of the Ewperor

‘Tus volume of Peking Gazettes for 1884 
was published from this office a few 
days ago, and while differing in uo 
general respects from its predecessors 
will bo found of special interest as 
ing the priucipal Decrees and 
Memorials given to the world in cou 
nection with the late war, ‘These now 
form part of the receut history of 
China, and may be studied dispsssion- 
ately.

was received by us and at the United States 
Consulate on Friday afternoon. Residentsof 
every uatiouality will join in the profound 
regrot which all Americans must feel at the 
termination of the career of their most 
successful soldier, We are also sure that 
in the Sout States the feelings which 
the war for Secession engendered have long 
disappeared, and that those who fought 
ainet him will join their broth the 
North in regretting his death, ‘Thi t 
the time to discuss General Grant's 
asa commander, nor are we competent to 
do so, History will in due time give him 
his proper place among the soldiers whose 
reputation belongs to the world. Buteven 
if it were now shown beyond all cavil or 
doubt that General Grant owed his victories 
to other causus. than his own skill, ability, 
aud bravery, that would uot diminish 
in the least’ the affectionate respect in 
which Americans will hold his memory. 
Ag wo have heard said, mauy times, by his 
countrymen, “ Americans owe a deop debt 
of gratitude to.Geueral Grant, and we 
shall not forget it.”

Grant, Ulysses Simpson, eighteenth Pre- 
sident of the United States, born at Point 
Pleasant, Ohio, 27th April, 1822. Ho 
graduated from the Military Academy at 
West Point in 1843, received his commis 
sion as second lieutenant in 1845, and 
served in the Mexican campnign under 
Geuerals Taylor and Scott. In 1852 he 
was ordered to Oregon, and in August, 
1853, became captain. 'He resigned his 
commission in July, 1854, and, after a 
residence of four or five years in St. Louis, 
removed in 1859 to Galena, Illinois, where 
he engaged in business with his father and 
brothers, From this privacy he was drawn 
out by the civil war, aud | acted first 
aide-de-camp to the Go} of Iilinois 
1 1861, and afterwards as Colonel of the 
2ist Iliuois Volunteers, was made a Briga~ 
dier-General in July, 1861. While in com- 
mand in Cairo, he secured Paducah, and 
with it Kentucky, In Nov., 186!, he 
fouxht the battle of Belmont, and in Jan., 
1862, conducted @ recounaissance to the 
rear of Columbus, Fort Houry fell 6th

We have been favoured with « copy of 
the Second Annual Report of the Svochow 
Hospital, carried on uuder the auspices of 
the Blotlodist Episcopal Bi Ic is a 
capitally written account of the excellent 
work catried on at the hospital during last 
year, aud can hardly fail to enlist the sym- 

athies of all who read it in this work. 
Yn'all 11,859 pationts were treated duriug 
the year——11,475 at the dispensary and 272 
in the hospital, while 112 were private 
patients visited at their homes. Que 
‘great object of the promoters has been to 
render the hospital self-eupporting, sv far 
aa the actual current expenses are con- 
cerned ; and in this they appear to be in a 
fair way of being completely sucessful. 
Oue of the most useful branches of the 
work is the medical school, of which Dre. 
Lambuth and Park, aud’ the Rey. A. 
P. Parker are the ivetructors. When 
the-report waa issued. there were eleven 
atudeutsy of whom ten were Christians ;
